LOCOMOTIVE BLOWS uP. 


Man Killed, One Hurled 300 Feet Alive, 
in Penn. R. R. Wreck.

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Oct. 29.— 
With a roar that was heard five miles 
away, a locomotive drawing a heavy 
freight on the Pennsylvania Railroad 
blew up while going at top speed near 
Dean’s Pond this afternoon. A _ brake- 
man who was in the cab was thrown 
one hundred yards tnto a field and was, 
not found for an hour. Boys hunting 
souvenirs of the wreck heard groans 
and summoned assistance. 

The: engineer, Charles Sterling, .and his 
fireman, Harry Eschelman, landed a few 
feet away from the wrecked cab. Eschel- 
man died before medical aid arrived, but 
Sterling, although he suffered a slight 
fracture of the skull, may recover. 
Charles Mervine, the injured brakeman, 
has practically no chance of recovery. 
He has a fractured skull, fracture of 
both arms, and is badly burned. All 
three men, were from Philadelphia. 

All that remained of the locomotive was 
the trucks, cylinders, and wheels. These 
slid along for 300 feet after the explosion. 
The tender was scarcely injured, but the 
heavy cars following were thrown right 
and left, and three jumped the track, 
were ground to pieces ‘by the cars be- 
hind, and spread wreckage blocking all-..

At one point a volley from the Cos- 
sacks killed one student, three work- 
men, and a girl, and wounded eighteen 
persons.

In a demonstration at Sevastopol to- 
day a Lieutenant and a Sergeant of Po- 
lice were wounded by shots from a 
crowd. Many persons were arrested, 
but were afterward liberated.

ant. Hence their crops and their 
trade were not disturbed, as, for_in- 
stance, in our own civil war. And this 
suggests that*what is now going on in 
Russia is not a civil war, but an up- 
rising of the people against the bureauc- 
racy. Revolutions never injure peo- 
ples. Czardom may be ruined, but that 
is not the ruin of Russia. Russia's 
prosperity lies less in the maintenance 
of its retarding institutions than in the 
welfaie of its people. The spasm may 
be severe, but it is the prelude fo a 
national development rivaling that 
hoped for China. Lands, mines, and 
forests now under the blighting control 
of an inefficient Governmental ma- 
chine will be exploited in a vitalizing 
manner. It is the creation, not the 
destruction, of values which we are 
about to witness in Russia. 

As regards ourselves, it is to be re- 
marked in, the first place that we 
backed the right horse. There are no 
Russian securities to be realized in 
our markets. -On the other hand, it 
is probable that the inability of Rus- 
sia to float its loan now will throw 
a good thing in the way of American 
holders of Japanese issues. If Japan 
seizes the opportunity and floats its 
conversion loan,.,American holders will 
haye an option to realize the hand- 
some advance they have enjoyed in 
their investment. As yet the market 
gives no sign of this operation, al- 
though it is mentioned in the dis- 
patches. The brunt of the financial 
disturbance of course will fall upon 
Paris, and thence be _ distributed 
throughout the world. But only in 
the last place will the widening wave 
reach our shores, and never were we. 
abler to bear our share of the burden. 
Not a few will welcome the chill to 
our somewhat too great buoyancy. 
For us to lose some gold will be as 
wholesome as for a_ fever patient to 
lose some blood. And markets other 
than financial may actually be stim- 
ulated.

Motorists Fined $1,090,000. 


From Lendon Express. 

The tribute, levied upon motorists ‘by the 
magistrates of the United Kingdom during 
1904 reached the enormous sum of £218,000. 
This amount averages very nearly £10 per head 
‘for every car on the road that year. 

Astonishing as these figures appear, it is 
probable that when the total of this year’s 
fines can be made up it will reach well over 
£300,000, 

The increase thie year is due to the pearey 
ent manner in which the police in many parts 
of thé’‘country, and especially in the southern 
counties, have pursued their campaign against 
motor cara by means of traps. 

‘“'The latest form of police trap is an elec-} 
trical arrangement,’’ says Stefison Cooke, See- 
retary of the Automobile Association. “A 
piece of rope is almost buried across the road 
at the start of a measured furlong. When 
the car touches the rope it starts a timeptece. 
Another rope fs Jaid at the end6f the trap, and‘ 
when the car touches this it stops the time- 
piece. This is the most just and reliable form 
of trap, for it does not depend for its accuracy 
upon cheap stop watches and unskilled police | :
